Humby and the Lord Lee your Commiſſioners, preſent- 
ed a Letter Subſcribed by the Earl of {awford-Lindſey, the 
Earl of Lanerick, and Col: Ges: cAfonro, wherein they did 
agree, That a Jon ſhould begin at eight of the clock in the 
morning at Wenchbocow ; with this limitation, That the 
Treaty ſhould onely continue till twelve at noon, promiſing 
that the Army under your Command iſhonld march no fur- 
ther then they were at preſent, our Army doing the like ; And 
that during the Treaty, there ſhould be a Ceffation from all 
acts of Hoſtility. Though this Letter came late to our hands, 
abour three hours after the time appointed, and fo it was in 
our choyce to have marched preſently, or to have embraced a 
Treaty ; yet we reſolved to ſtay, and were content to ſend 
ſome of our number to Treat at Wenchborow with the like 
number from you z provided, That the Treaty might endure 


- until Wedneſday at four of the clock in the morning, and all

mto Scotland with the Army ; And we truſt by the bleſſing of 


God, the Common Enemy will thereby the ſooner be bronght 


eo a ſubmiſſion'to you, and we thereby ſhall do what becometh 
us in order to the obtaining our Garifons ; engaging our ſelves, 
That ſo ſoon as we ſhall know from you the Enemy ſhall yield 
to the things you have propoſed to them, and we have our Ga- 
riſons delivered to us, we (hall forthwith depart out of your 
Kingdom, and in the mean time be more tender towards the 


Kingdom of Scot/andin the point of Charge,then if we were in, 


our ewn Native Kingdom. If we ſhall receive from you any 
delire of a more ſpeedy advance, we ſhall readily yield com- 
pliance therewith, deſiring often to hear. from you how Af- 
fairs
